Sir, 


I beg  leave  respectfully  to  offer  myself  as  a 
Candidate  for  the  Chair  of  Anatomy  in  the  University  of 
Glasgow,  and  to  lay  before  you,  for  your  consideration, 
the  testimony  of  men  able  to  judge  of  my  fitness  for  such 
an  office. 

In  addition  to  this,  it  may  be  proper  to  state  briefly 
what  has  been  my  professional  career.  In  1856  1 obtained 
the  Degree  of  M.D.  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and 
on  that  occasion  was  awarded  a Medal  for  a Memoir  which 
is  still  referred  to  by  Anatomists.  In  the  following  year 
the  late  Professor  Goods  ir  placed  me  on  the  staff  of 
Demonstrators  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  ; and  after 
four  years  spent  with  him,  I assisted,  for  two  years 
Professor  Allen  Thomson  in  the  University  of  Glasgow.

In  December,  1863,  I was  appointed  by  the  Crown  to 
the  Chair  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  in  the  Queen's  College 
here,  the  position  which  I now  hold. 

For  several  years  past  my  Anatomical  Class  has  grown 
steadily  larger  ; and  last  year  the  number  was  ninety-three, 
exclusive  of  former  Pupils  who  continued  their  studies  and 
were  allowed  to  attend  without  being  placed  on  the  roll. 

The  arrangements  in  this  College  lay  on  me,  not 
only  the  duties  of  Anatomical  and  Physiological  teaching, 
but  likewise  the  conduct  of  a considerable  portion  of 
the  Clinical  Instruction,  and  the  charge  of  a Museum,  to 
which  I have  added  several  hundreds  of  preparations.  I may, 
therefore,  claim  to  have  had  experience  in  the  applications 
of  Anatomy  to  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Pathology,  and  in 
the  Superintendence  of  Collections,  as  well  as  in  lecturing. 

Should  I have  the  fortune  to  be  appointed  to  the  Chair 
of  Anatomy  in  Glasgow,  I should  deem  it  a privilege  to 
be  able  to  concentrate  my  attention  on  duties  confined  to  a 
less  extended  area  than  those  which  at  present  demand  my 
time,  and  should  spare  no  effort  in  endeavouring  to  maintain 
the  highest  possible  standard  of  Anatomical  teaching  in 
both  its  theoretical  and  practical  departments.

I have  been  intimately  acquainted  for  more  than  twenty  years  with 
Dr.  John  Cleland,  and  have  the  highest  respect  and  esteem,  not 
only  for  his  special  talents  and  attainments  as  an  Anatomist,  but  for 
himself  personally. 

He  has  displayed,  even  from  his  days  of  studentship,  a remark- 
able genius  for  Anatomical  investigation,  and  a readiness  and  skill 
in  attacking  and  solving  difficult  problems  in  Morphological  and 
Structural  Anatomy  ; and  he  has  published,  from  time  to  time, 
anatomical  memoirs,  which  testify  not  only  to  his  powers  of  obser- 
vation and  description,  but  to  his  originality  as  a thinker.

He  held  successively  the  offices  of  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  in  the 
Universities  of  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow,  and  has  been  for  several 
years  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  in  the  Queen’s  College, 
Galway.  He  possesses  the  power  of  enlisting  the  sympathies  of  his 
students,  and  of  presenting  the  subject  he  has  to  teach  in  a form  so  as 
to  bring  out  its  scientific  bearings,  and  to  attract  the  higher  class  of 
students.  To  his  personal  activity,  anatomical  and  surgical  knowledge, 
and  enthusiasm  as  a teacher,  the  Galway  School  of  Medicine  has  been 
most  materially  indebted  for  the  success  which  it  has  attained. 

I consider  that  any  School  of  Medicine  may  regard  itself  as 
fortunate  if  it  obtains  the  services  of  Dr.  Cleland  as  a member  of  its 
staff  of  Professors.

Having  known  Professor  Cleland  for  many  years,  I have  the  greatest 
satisfaction  in  bearing  my  humble  testimony  to  his  great  merits.  He 
is  a master  in  his  great  subject ; upon  a foundation  laid  firmly  for 
him  by  the  excellent  teaching  of  Scotland,  he  has  built  up  successively 
through  a long  series  of  years  an  enduring  fabric  of  well-earned 
reputation. 

His  experience  has  not  been  merely  long,  it  has  also  been  large ; 
for  his  relations  to  the  practice  of  Medicine,  though  I presume  they 
would  terminate  with  any  further  promotion,  has  given  a reality  and 
availability  to  his  teaching  which  cannot  otherwise  be  obtained.

Dr.  Cleland’s  enthusiastic  and  successful  devotion  to  anatomical

In  writing  an  expression  of  opinion  respecting  my  late  teacher,  Dr. 
Cleland,  I feel  that  it  would  be  presumption  on  my  part  to  discuss 
his  position  as  an  Anatomist  and  observer  in  Science,  knowing  that 
in  such  cases  the  testimony  of  men  who  are  entitled  to  speak  autho- 
ritatively is  alone  deserving  of  consideration. 

I may  be  permitted  to  record  the  deep  obligations  I personally  am 
under  to  Professor  Cleland  for  instruction  in  some  subjects,  more 
especially  Developmental  Anatomy  and  Morphology,  a knowledge  of 
which  I could  not  otherwise  have  acquired.  But  of  Dr.  Cleland’s 
ability  as  a teacher,  I,  as  an  old  member  of  his  class  in  Galway,  can 
confidently  speak  from  experience. 

While  fully  recognising  the  efficiency  of  my  colleagues  in  the 
medical  faculty  of  Galway  College,  I am  sensible  that  it  is  to  Professor 
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Clelatsd’s  reputation,  and  to  his  power  of  attracting  students,  that 
we  owe  the  large  increase  in  the  number  attending  the  Medical  School 
that  has  been  observed  to  occur  for  several  years  past ; the  number 
attending  last  session  having  been  considerably  in  excess  of  the 
attendance  in  any  previous  year.
